3A department head is a member of the professional staff directly responsible to the chief librarian or director, or assistant chief librarian, and in charge of a major 
division of the library organization which has its own staff and definite responsibilities, or, where the central library is organized under the divisional system, is head of one 
of the divisions of the central library, such as literature, history, or technology and is directly responsible to the chief librarian or director, assistant chief librarian, or librarian 
of the main library.
